It's  easy  to  wax  nostalgic  for  the  four  years 
just  passed,  but  you  shouldn't.  Instead 
you  should  congratulate  yourself  for  a  job 
well  done,  and  look  forward.  The  romantic 
aura  that  is  forming  around  your  under- 
graduate career  might  just  as  soon  dissi- 
pate when  you  remember  all  the  sleepless 
nights,  crashed  disks  and  financial  aid 
delays  that  accompanied  it.  Or  if  you  look 
to  the  uncertain  job  market  ahead.  But  you 
did  it.  You're  through. 

You're  now  part  of  an  elite  group.  Recent 
statistics  suggest  at  least  half  of  the  under- 
graduates in  state  four-year  institutions 
don't  make  it  to  graduation.  According  to 
The  Almanac  of  Higher  Education  ,  nation- 
wide, only  20%  of  all  adults  have  their 
Bachelor's  Degree;  in  Massachusetts,  only 
16%  do.  They  also  list  110,031  public  four- 
year  institution  undergrads  statewide; 
the  Registrar's  Office  lists  5600  at 
UMass  Dartmouth;  over  1000  are  in  the 
graduating  Class  of  1994. 
So  you're  special. 


If  you  think  the  last  four  years  have  been  a  growth 
spurt,  just  look  at  what  your  university  has  gone 
through  since  its  inception:  nearly  a  century  ago  the 
Bradford  Durfee  Textile  School  was  established  in 
New  Bedford;  this  became  the  New  Bedford  Textile 
Institute  in  1944,  then  the  New  Bedford  Institute  of 
Textiles  and  Technology  in  1954  and  then  simply 
the  New  Bedford  Institute  of  Technology  in  1957. 

The  consolidation  of  the  Bradford  Durfee  College  of 
Technology  and  the  New  Bedford  Institute  of 
Technology  in  1964  spawned  the  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  Technological  Institute.  This  set  the 
stage  for  architect  Paul  Rudolph's  innovative, 
monolithic  campus  design  and  the  inception  of 
Southeastern  Massachusetts  University  in  1969.  In, 
1988,  SMU  continued  its  forward  momentum, 
taking  the  Swain  School  of  Design  on  Purchase 
Street  in  New  Bedford  under  its  wing,  despite 
increasingly  hard  economic  times. 

The  final  name  change  came  on  August  31, 1991 
when  the  school  we  called  home  for  the  last  four 
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years  became  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
Dartmouth,  part  of  a  single,  five-branch  University 
of  Massachusetts  system.  With  the  state's  support 
for  higher  education  plummeting  by  10%  in  the 
three  academic  years  between  1990  and  1993  (the 
third  biggest  cut  nationwide)  it's  easy  to  see  that  a 
streamlining  of  the  academic  bureaucracy  was 
necessary  at  the  state  level.  But  would  the  name 
change  help  us?  Or  would  we  lose  some  autonomy 
at  the  state  level  in  exchange  for  greater  visibility 
and  a  corresponding  boost  in  prestige?  Only  time 
will  tell. 

As  you  graduate,  may  you  cherish  the  memories  of 
your  time  here,  draw  strength  from  what  you  have 
learned  and  from  the  people  you've  met,  and  al- 
ways remember  what  you  accomplished. 

It's  your  education  now.  You  own  it.  You  paid  for 
it.  No  one  can  ever  take  it  away.  When  you  visit 
your  alma  mater  again,  remember  that  you  support 
every  stone-mottled  step,  every  ribbed  cement 
pillar  through  the  efforts  you  make.  You  are  the 
Class  of  1994.  Welcome  to  the  world.

The  Handshake  of  Peace 

On  a  sunny  Monday,  September  13, 1993, 
three  American  presidents  gawked  in  awe, 
just  like  everyone  else,  at  a  sudded  turn 
toward  peace.  All  eyes  were  on  two  old 
enemies  in  their  new  roles  as  peacemakers, 
men  who  say  peace  "salaam"  in  Arabic  or 
"shalom"  in  Hebrew.  Their  handshake  —  the 
grasp  by  Arab  Yasser  Arafat  of  the  hand  of 
Jew  Yitzhak  Rabin  —  brought  a  gasp,  a  shout, 
and  finally  applause  from  several  thousand 
people  on  the  White  House  lawn. 

A  few  minutes  earlier  Rabin's  Israel  and 
Arafat's  Palestine  Liberation  Organization 
had  signed  a  peace  treaty  that  once  seemed 
unimaginable.  The  PLO  recognized  the  right 
of  Israel  to  live  in  peace;  Israel,  in  turn, 
recognized  the  PLO  as  the  representative  of 
Palestinians. 

President  Clinton,  who  guided  Arafat  and 
Rabin  toward  their  historic  handshake,  called 

it  a  "great  occasion  of  history  and  hope." 
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Sheik  Omar  Abdel-Rahman 

When  Sheik  Omar  Abdel-Rahman  was 
charged  on  August  25, 1993,  with  command- 
ing "a  war  of  urban  terrorism"  in  New  York 
City,  he  was  already  one  of  the  most  unpopu- 
lar figures  in  the  United  States. 

Although  his  supporters  described  him  as 
sincere  and  pious,  the  blind  cleric's  radical, 
anti-Western  preaching  antagonized  many 
Americans. 

The  indictment  accused  him  of  being  the 
mastermind  of  a  plot  to  blow  up  the  World 
Trade  Center  —  which  had  been  bombed  on 
February  26  —  as  well  as  numerous  other 
targets  in  New  York  that  never  were  hit, 
including  the  United  Nations  building  and  the 
Lincoln  Tunnel. 

The  blind  cleric,  in  exile  from  his  native  Egypt, 
denounced  the  bombing  and  denied  involve- 
ment in  the  alleged  conspiracies.  But  he 
surrendered  following  a  tense  standoff 
outside  a  Brooklyn  mosque.  Several  of  his 
followers  also  were  charged. 

Abdel-Rahman,  55,  a  vehement  foe  of  Egypt's 
secular  government,  preached  frequently  at 
mosques  in  Brooklyn  and  Jersey  City,  NJ.  His 
indictment  followed  a  lengthy  debate  in  the 
U.S.  Justice  Department  over  whether  there 
was  sufficient  evidence  to  justify  criminal 
charges. 


Amtrak  crash 

An  Amtrak  train  hurtled  off  a  bridge  into  an 
inky  bayou  in  Saraland,  Alabama,  early  on  the 
morning  of  September  22, 1993,  plunging  its 
sleeping  passengers  into  a  nightmare  of  fire, 
water  and  death. 

A  barge  had  struck  and  weakened  the  bridge 
shortly  before  the  wreck,  which  killed  47 
people  aboard  the  cross-country  Sunset 
Limited.  Some  of  the  victims  were  trapped  in 
a  submerged,  silver  passenger  car,  others  in  a 
burned  engine. 

It  was  the  deadliest  wreck  in  Amtrak's  23-year 
history.  But  159  people  survived,  and  some 
helped  other  passengers  who  clung  to 
wreckage  from  a  collapsed  section  of  the 
bridge  in  a  swamp  crawling  with  alligators 
and  snakes. The  Los  Angeles-to-Miami  Amtrak 
train  crashed  at  about  3  a.m.,  about  10  miles 
north  of  downtown  Mobile.  All  three  engines 
and  four  of  the  eight  cars  went  off  the  bridge. 
Two  of  the  cars  were  passenger  cars;  one  was 
completely  submerged  in  water  about  16  feet 
deep. 
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Attempted  Coup  in  Russia 


Pope  John  Paul  II  visits  U.S. 

Pope  John  Paul  II  used  some  of  the  harshest 
rhetoric  of  his  15-year  papacy  to  decry 
abortion  and  euthanasia  during  a  four-day 
trip  to  the  United  States  in  August,  1993. 

On  the  last  day  of  his  visit  to  Denver,  with 
Vice  President  Al  Gore  standing  nearby,  the 
Pope  denounced  the  "culture  of  death." 

"The  culture  of  life  means  respect  for  nature 
and  protection  of  God's  work  of  creation," 
John  Paul  said  in  a  farewell  address  at 
Stapleton  International  Airport  that  was 
attended  by  Gore,  a  supporter  of  abortion 
rights.  "In  a  special  way,  it  means  respect  for 
human  life  from  the  first  moment  of  concep- 
tion until  its  natural  end." 

Earlier  in  the  day,  medical  crews  were 
overwhelmed  as  14,000  people  sought 
treatment  during  and  after  an  outdoor  Mass 
that  the  pontiff  celebrated  at  a  park  just 
outside  Denver.  But  despite  the  hot,  dusty 
conditions,  spirits  were  generally  high. 

The  Mass  formally  concluded  World  Youth 
Day,  the  biennial  pilgrimage  of  international 
youth  convened  by  the  pope. 


Somalia 

The  world  was  drawn  to  Somalia  in  1992  by 
photographs  of  starving  children.  It  was 
almost  driven  away  the  following  year  by 
photographs  of  fighting  adults. 

The  latter  pictures  —  notably  one  of  a 
captured  American  serviceman  being 
dragged  through  the  streets  of  the  capital, 
Mogadishu  —  symbolized  the  difficulty  a  33- 
country  United  Nations  force  had  coping 
with  a  country  that  had  descended  into 
feudalism. 

Mogadishu  was  a  city  divided,  with  a 
northern  sector  held  by  warlord  Ali  Mahdi 
Mohamed,  and  the  south  by  a  rival, 
Mohamed  Farah  Aidid.  Aidid  and  Ali  Mahdi 
had  united  to  overthrow  dictator  Mohamed 
Siad  Barre,  whom  they  forced  into  exile  in 
1991.  But  their  ensuing  contest  for  power  led 
to  a  full-scale  war  over  Mogadishu  that  killed 
350,000  people  in  fighting  and  exacerbated  a 
famine. 

Aidid  became  the  U.N.'s  bete  noir  after  he 
was  suspected  of  ordering  an  attack  on  a 
group  of  Pakistani  peacekeepers. 

U.N.  forces  launched  a  manhunt  for  Aidid, 
but  its  forces  halted  ground  patrols  and  all 
but  essential  military  convoys  in  Mogadishu 
after  an  October  3  battle  that  left  18  Ameri- 
cans, one  Malaysian  and  more  than  300 

Somalis  dead. 
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Midwest  Floods 

t  was  the  biggest,  wettest  story 
of  the  summer. 

The  floods  that  washed  across  the  Midwest 
may  have  been  the  worst  in  American 
History,  and  they  captured  the  concern  of 
people  across  the  nation. 

The  great  flood  was  the  story  that  most 
interested  Americans  in  the  summer  of  1993, 
with  nearly  two  of  three  telling  pollsters  that 
they  followed  the  story  "very  closely"  —  on  a 
par  with  attention  paid  in  years  past  to  the 
Persian  Gulf  War. 


The  stage  for  disaster  was  set  during  the 
winter,  when  unusually  heavy  snow  fell. 
There  were  no  midwinter  thaws,  so  the  snow 
melted  rapidly  as  spring  arrived,  enough  to 
cause  scattered  record  flooding.  And  then 
came  the  rains.  Des  Moines,  for  example, 
logged  more  than  32  inches  by  the  end  of 
July,  compared  with  18.7  in  a  normal  year. 

The  casualties  ranged  from  the  thousands  left 
homeless  to  investors  and  consumers  in  every 
corner  of  the  United  State.  Some  farm 
produce  prices  rose  and  insurers  had  to  pay 
out  millions  in  compensation.  And  Archer 
Daniels  Midland  Co.,  a  big,  publicly  traded 
grain  processor,  reported  a  drop  in  profits. 
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Michael  Jordan 

One  of  the  biggest  stories  of  the  1993-1994 
basketball  season  occurred  before  the  first 
pre-season  exhibition  game  —  Michael 
Jordan,  the  world's  best  basketball  player  and 
one  of  its  most  famous  athletes,  announced 
his  retirement. 

Jordan's  retirement  came  after  he  had  led  the 
Chicago  Bulls  to  three  straight  National 
Basketball  Association  championships,  the 
most  recent  a  victory  over  the  Phoenix  Suns 
in  the  1993  finals. 

His  departure,  which  Jordan  announced  at  a 
news  conference  on  October  6, 1993,  stripped 
the  league  of  its  most  recognizable  name  and 
robbed  it  of  a  breathtaking  acrobat  who  led 
the  NBA  in  scoring  the  last  seven  years. 

"The  thrill  is  gone.  I've  done  it  all.  There's 
nothing  left  for  me  to  do,"  Jordan  told  a 
reporter  the  night  before  his  formal  an- 
nouncement. 

Jordan  said  his  desire  to  retire  at  the  age  of  30 
was  not  prompted  by  his  father's  murder 
during  the  summer;  in  fact,  he  said,  father 
and  son  had  already  discussed  it. 


World  Series 

It  was  one  of  the  most  dramatic  home  runs  in 
the  long  history  of  the  World  Series. 

Joe  Carter  of  the  Toronto  Blue  Jays  stepped  to 
the  plate  in  the  ninth  inning  of  the  sixth  game 
of  the  series,  with  two  runners  on  base  and 
the  score  6-5  in  favor  of  the  Philadelphia 
Phillies. 

Carter's  Blue  Jays  lead  the  series,  three  games 
to  two.  And  after  one  swing  of  his  bat,  the 
game  was  over  and  the  Jays  had  won  their 
second  straight  series.  The  right  fielder  circled 
the  bases,  arms  outstretched  over  his  head, 
and  slapped  palms  with  third  base  coach 
Nick  Leyva  as  the  crowd  in  Toronto's 

SkyDome  stood  and  roared  with  glee. 


Miss  America 


Seinfeld 

The  show  started  off  as  an  upstart,  but  by  the 
time  they  finished  handing  out  the  prime 
time  Emmy  Awards  on  September  29, 1993, 
"Seinfeld"  was  a  member  of  the  sitcom  Old 
Boys  Club.  The  NBC  program  took  home 
three  trophies,  making  it  one  of  the  night's 
two  biggest  winners,  along  with  "Picket 
Fences." 

"Now  we're  part  of  the  establishment,"  Jerry 
Seinfeld,  the  series'  star,  told  reporters  after 
the  program.  "We're  part  of  the  old  guard." 

"Seinfeld,"  which  features  the  comic  misad- 
ventures of  the  New  York  comedian  and  his 
friends,  was  named  best  comedy  series. 
Michael  Richards,  who  plays  the  show's  self- 
obsessed  Kramer,  won  as  best  supporting 
actor  in  a  comedy.  Writer  Larry  David  was 
honored  for  an  episode  entitled  "The  Con- 
test." 


"We  started  off  so  small  it's  going  to  be  easy 
to  thank  people  because  there's  like  two 
people  to  thank  here  that  even  knew  we  were 
on,"  Seinfeld  said  as  he  accepted  the  award. 

Asked  about  critics'  complaints  that 
"Seinfeld"  is  a  show  about  nothing,  he  said: 
"It's  a  show  about  everything.  That's  the 
same  as  nothing." 
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Nancy  Kerrigan  attack 

Nancy  Kerrigan,  the  22  year-old  U.S.  figure 
skater  who  was  among  the  gold  medal 
favorites  at  the  1994  Winter  Olympics,  was 
attacked  after  practice  on  January  6, 1994,  by 
a  man  who  hit  her  on  the  right  leg  with  a  club 
or  metal  bar. 

The  blow  severely  bruised  her  knee  and 
bruised  her  quadriceps  tendon,  an  injury  that 
could  impede  her  jumping  and  landing 
ability. 


Within  days,  an  anonymous  phone  call  to 
authorities  pointed  to  Kerrigan's  rival,  Tonya 
Harding,  and  a  few  of  her  entourage. 

Harding's  ex-husband,  Jeff  Gillooly,  her 
bodyguard,  Shawn  Eckardt,  and  two  hired 
men  were  arrested. 

The  U.S.  Figure  Skating  Association  has 
formed  a  panel  to  investigate  the  case,  a  first 
step  in  the  process  that  could  lead  to 
Harding's  removal  from  the  team. 
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California  earthquake 

At  4:31  a.m.  on  Monday,  January  17, 1994,  an 
earthquake  of  6.6  magnitude  (Richter  scale 
reading)  struck  Southern  California,  claiming 
61  lives  and  leaving  damage  that  may  total 
$30  billion. 

Five  interstate  highways,  including  the  state's 
major  north-south  route,  and  three  state 
highways  were  closed  at  several  points, 
crippling  transportation. 

Broken  aqueducts  cut  off  much  of  the  water 
supply  to  the  San  Fernando  Valley,  the  260 
square-mile  suburban  expanse  hit  hardest  by 
the  quake.  Over  500,000  customers  were  left 
without  power  in  the  Los  Angeles  County. 

Streets  were  empty  during  nights  of  the  1 1 
p.m.  -  7  a.m.  curfew.  National  Guard  troops 
patrolled  against  looting. 

"The  days  ahead  will  also  be  rough  for  us," 
Mayor  Richard  Riordan  warned  Angelenos, 
even  as  he  praised  them  for  a  cool-headed 
response  to  the  crisis.  "Let's  all  stick  to- 
gether."

It  was  a  sight  to  rival  Camelot.  Victorious  shouts  filled  the  University  of  Massachu-
